After reading over General Ordinance G-30-82 that the Council 
sent to me last week, I feel that I should tell you why I must turn 
it down. 

I am fully sympathetic with, the difficulties that some hard-pressed 
pet owners may have when faced with heavy fines, but the present economy 
is exactly the reason we should provide a deterrent to irresponsibility.

Thus General Ordinance G-30-82 should be placed in the hands 
of ‘the President of the Common Council, who, should announce that 
the Ordinance is up for passage. 

Whenever an ordinance, order, or resolution is vetoed by the 
city executive, it is considered defeated unless the legislative body, 
at its first regular or special meeting after the ten-day period 
prescribed by subsection (a) passes the ordinance, order, or resolution 
over his veto be a two-thirds (2/3) vote. 

If the President wants the Council to hear from anyone he may 
do so at the time the Council is about to vote on the Ordinance.
